The recommendation 
of the secretary of the treasury struck viciously 
at the interests of silver. The act of 1878 was 
infinitely preferable to the bill recommended 
by the secretary. Under that act, at égast two 
millions a month of silver dollars had'to be 
coined. The whole purpose of the heuse bill 
seemed to be to degrade and debase silver, to 
mako it a commodity, to reduce it to one of 


the baser metals, and to prevont its 
again taking a place as a stanil- 
ard of value. In the amendments 


reported from the finance committee one ob- 
noxious clause had been eliminated froin the 
house bill—the bullion redemption clause. 
But other objeetionable clauses had been re- 
tained and a curious amendment had been 
added, providing for the termination of the act 
in ten yeats. Instead of- encouraging 
other nations to adjust their monetary system 
in harmony withfthat of thé United States, 
such a provision would give them notice that 
the increased coinage of silver was but a tem- 
porary device, and the good effect of the law 
would be immediately destroyed. 

Applause from the galleries and felicita- 
tions and compliments from the senators 
proved that Mir. Woleott’s maiden speech in 
the senate was recognized as a very great suc- 
cess. It was well delivered, and attracted 
much attention. 

The senate then proceeded to vote on the 
amendments reported by the finauce com- 
mittee. The first was to strike out the pro- 
vision that treasury notes issued for the pur- 
chase of silver ‘‘shall be legat tender in pay- 
ment of all debts, public and-private.” 


The amendment was rejected—yeas 14, nays 


50, and the provision remains in the bill, 

The next vote was on the amendinent to 
strike out the bullion redemption clause. It 
was agreed to. 

The next vote was on the amendment to 
strike out the sixth section for the free coinage 
of silver when the price was $1 for 371} grains 
of pure silver, It was rejected—yoeas 16, nays 
46. So the section is retained. 

The next yote was on the amendment pro- 
viding that the act shall terminate at the ex- 
piration of ten years.

M. Plumb offered the following amendment 
in lieu of the first section of the house bill: 

That from and after the date of the passage 
of this act the unit of value in the United 
States shall be a dollar, and the same may be 
coined of four hundred and twelve and one- 
Lalf grains of standard silver; or of twenty- 
five and eight-tenths grains of standard gold; 
and said coins shall, be legal tender for all debts 
public or private; that thereafter any 
owner of silver or gold bullion may de- 
posit the same at any mint of the United 
States to be formed into standard dollars or 
bars for his benefit, and without charge; but 
it shall be lawful to refuse any deposit of less 
value than $100, or any bullion so base as to 
be unsuitable for the operations of the mint. 

Mr. Mitchell addressed the senate on the 
general merits of the bill, and in the course of 
his remarks declared that any administration 
which would set itself up against the free and 
unlimited coinage of the silver dollar, would 
be, as it deserved to be, hurled from power. 

Mr. Plumb’s amendment was agreed to— 
yeas 43; nays 24. 

Mr. Blair offered an amendment limiting 
the amount of silver to be coined to $5,000,000 
monthly. Rejected—yeas 12, nays 46. 

Mr. Plumb movedtoadd a new section to 
come in as section 2, as follows:

not less than $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion per 
mouth, nor more than $4,000,000 worth per month 
of such bullion, is hereby repealed. 

Agreed to without division, after .a protest 
from Mr. Edmunds, that the senate was hand- 
ing the finances of the country over to the 
control of the democrats. 

Mr. Tellier moved to add the following as a 
new section: 

That the certificates provided for in this act 
shall be receivable for all taxes and dues to the 
United States of every description, and shall be 
legal tender for the payment of all debts, public 
and private.

Congressman Ewart Expresses Himeelf 
Strong|y Againstthe Biill—The Opposi- 
tion Which is Slowly Growing Up.

In 
the caucus Mr. Ewart made a ring- 
ing speech in opposition to any 


“force measure.” He said that as a measure of 
relief to the republicans of the south it was 
not worth the paperit was written upon. It 
would only intensify race prejudices and en- 
gender sectional hostility. Mr. Ervart stated 
that in North Carolina, except in what is 
known as the black district, the elections were 
asfairas im any state in the union; and no 
election law like the Lodge bill was needed 
there. The law weuld only be applied in the 
black district, where the inevitable result 
would be riots and blood-shed. If the gentle- 
men of the north desired to show their sym- 
pathy for the unfortunate negro, and so-called 
down-trodden republicans of the south, 
let ~them~exhibit._that sympathy in 
a practical manner, by running their hands 
down in their pockets and passing an educa- 
tional bill, which would fit the negro for citi- 
zenship and enable him to protect his rights at 
the ballot-box. He predicted that the passage 
of the bill, instead of increasing, would de- 
crease the republican majority in the fifty- 
second congress. Indeed, he said,if the bill 
passed the republicans would have less repre- 
sentation in the next congress from the south 


than they had ever had. With all the talk of. 


frauds in eastern North Carolina, and espe- 
cially in the black district in that state, not a 
single indictment had yet been found, thongh 
both the judge and district attorney were re- 
publicans.

It is given out today that the president has 
weakened on this bill, and that he now thinks 
it would be best not to pass it. A republican 
member, who has the ear of the president, said 
today that Mr. Harrison sent for Reed yester- 
day, and told him he was going too fast in 
rushing through legislation without due con- 
sideration and debate. He also told Reed 
it would not be advisable to pass 
such a rabid law as the federal election bill 
now pending. 

Reed, however, replied in his usual sarcastic 
vein, and retired in a rage. The republican

He further said that Harrison and the 
presidential aspirants in the senate were de- 
termined to down the man from Maine, and 
they would do this by defeating his bills in 
the senate, as they did today with the house 
silver bill.

Big Story. 

RicumonpD, Va., June 17.—The great door 
of the Virginia penitentiary swung ajar 
yesterday morning for the first time in nine 
years. T.A. Marvin, the noted bigamist and 
and forger, whose real name is Merritt, 
stepped outside the high walls, and breathed 
the pure air of freedom. 

When this celebrated old man went 
into the prison, he wes rather handsome and 
wore long gray side whiskers, but now his 
wrinkled brow, bent shoulders and trembling 
form show plainly that old age is fast creeping 
on him. He is weak and feeble, and seems to 
be fast approaching the grave. He left on 
tonight’s train for the north. 

In an interview concerning his private life, 
he says: 

‘You have to work here as long as you 
can. They have to come to the rack, fodder 
or no fodder, and such a rack it is.” 

‘‘What is the general treatment of the 
prisoners ?”’ 

“Well, that is difficult to describe. It 
could not be much worse. The infliction of 
stripes is frequent and indescribable. While 
Virginia abolished the whipping-post all over 


the state, it is always on the increase 
at the penitentiary, and for the 
most trivial offenses. I see you 


have a prison reform association here, and 
they have a good field to goto workin. It 
would be hard to find out much, however, as 
the convicts are terrorized, and all the officials 
would stand by each other.”’ 

The bad old man was very denunciatory 
with his allegations, which are known to be 
false, and the superintendent says he was one 
of the worst prisoners with whom he ever had 
to deal.

THE PENSION ROLL — 


CLIMBS HIGHER WITH EVERY SES- 
SION. 


GARFIELD’S EARLY MODEST DEMAND 


Putin the Shade By the Extravagant Bills 
Which Have Been Passed Since—The 
Surplus About Wiped Gut. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—[Special.]—The re 
publican leaders have taken the bit in their 
teeth and it looks like they are going to run 
right square into a warmer country before 
they can be checked. 

They have already enacted enough legisia- 
tion to play havoc with the surplus and nearly 
enough to swamp the treasury. They seem to 
care for nothing save votes in the congressional 
elections and the next presidential election. 

All their legislation is with this sole purpose 
in view. For instance the service, or depend- 
ant, pension bill which passed last week, was 


simply to make votes for the re 
publican party, and their leaders ~are 
willing to squander nearly $100,000,000 


annually to add to the number of their votes. 
Already the pension roll runs to $110,000,000 
anuually and with this new increase it will go 
to nearly $200,000,000, or nearly half the ap» 
nual total revenue of the government. 

THE FARMERS HAVE TO PAY THE BILL. 

It is an outrage upon the working people of 
this country to build up a class ofghundreds of 
thousand idlers who live solely off the gov- 
ernment. The farmers pay a large portion of 
this money. The southern people pay one- 
third of it. The southern people will next 
year pay over $50,000,000 for pensions and not 
$100,000 of that enormous amount comes back 
to the south. This is enough to make 
the farmers and all other classes of working 
people cry hard times.

SAD SCENES ATTHE MOUTH OF THE 
MINE WHERE 


— —-— RE ne ee 


FIFTY MEN WERE BURIED ALIVE. 


Work of the Miners in the Attempt to Rescue 
Their Unfortunate Companions—Sev- 
eral Incidents of the Disaster. 


Dunpar, Pa., June 17.—All night long 
rescuing parties fremained at the mouth of 
the man hole at Farm Hill mine, but their 
efforts were fruitless and when daylight broke 


upon them they were no nearer the unfortu-° 


nate men entombed in the burning mine. At 
5 o'clock last evening all hope of rescuing the 
imprisoned miners alive was abandoned. 
Efforts were made to enter the burning slope 
through Mahoney and Ferguson mines, but it 
was found impossible to get near the men 
through the former, owing to the formation of 
the slope, and in the Ferguson pit the air was 
so bad that it was impossible to travel auy 
distance. 

Under these conditions the most sanguine of 
the workers yielded, and it was then deter- 
mined to cut off all fresh air and let the mine 
burn itself out, that the bodies of the men 
might be recovered. At the first drift a solid 
wall of brick, well-plastered, was built across 
the opening. The material was wheeled down 
the entrance to where the men were at work, 
and an air-fan was set at work supplying fresh 
air to the rescuers. 

WITH THE WORKERS. 

Asa worker, the} Associated Press corres- 
pondent was enabled to reach the point where 
the men were working. Traces of fire damp 
still remained in the air, and its effects were 
felt in an aching of the head and partial loss 
of speech. There was little tobe seen. The 
men were working like beavers to finish the 
wall. The only light was obtained from 
“Davy” lamps. There was no wasting of 
breath in idle talk. All the strength of the 
men was needed in building the barrier. 
Through interstices of the wall, far off to the 
left, could be seen a heavy cloud of smoke, oc- 
casionally pierced by flames. Back of this 
wali of fire lay the bodies of the workers’ rela- 
tives and companions. 

At 10 o’clock this morning there was very 
little change at the mine, except that the fire 
was fiercer, the smoke blacker and the despair 
of the survivors deeper thanever before. The 
fight for the dead was kept up by the living all 
night, but theearly gray of morning only 
found the rescuing party driven further back 
from the death chamber, and they could not 
penetrate within one hundred feet of the place 
they had reached last night. en 

Early this morning Martin Markey, pif boss 
of the Anchor mines, WATE daring attempt to 
reach the tiehtcriftings of Hill Farm mines 

Ai Mahoney entrance, one and one-half 
miles across the hills. He crawled over drifts 
and fallen slate to within one hundred yards of 
the fatal chambers, and sounded again and 
again, but listened for a response in vain. The 
men were either smothered or were fighting 
the fire that was now steadily encroaching on 
their narrow territory, and Markey, cut and 
bruised, abandoned the hopeless quest of seek- 
ing an answer from one hundred yards of solid 


dub slate. 
The sight about the pit’s mouth is all the 


more pitiable because of twenty-four hours of 
anguish that have rolled over the heads of the 
relatives and friends of the entombed miners, 
and hundreds stand steadily at the mouth, 
gazing wretchedly at the black columns of 
smoke that seem to grow blacker every hour, 
indicating that the coal is now burning instead 
of timber and roofing. 

Cries for volunteers to relieve the workers 
were constant, and responses came before the 
sentence had been finished, for there were no 
idiers. 

SOME SAD STORIES. 

They are telling sad stories about the mine 
today, and one of the most touching is that of 
a man named Kelly, and an old man named 
Hayes. The latter, itseems, had safely carried 
Keily from pits in Lancashire, England, three 
successive times, and Hayes bore terrible scars 
to show the fight he had with the fire for the 
sake of his friend. When Hayes rushed into 
the mine after the explosion yesterday to find 
his son, whose unguarded lamp had set the 
damp on fire, he fell dead within a stone’s throw 
of his boy’s body. Then there came crawling 
in after him a gaunt, blackened spectre 
who gathered his scorched form tenderly in his 
arnuis and Kelly carried all that was mortal of 
his three-time saviour to the open air and fell 
burned and blind. 

Later reports say the mine is in the entire 
charge of Mine Inspector Keoghley, and he is 
making strenuous efforts to enter from the 
Mahoney drifts. They tell the women and 
children that their people may be alive ina 
distant chamber, but they scarcely hope and 
certainly do not believe it themselves. 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

Coroner Holbrook is here this morning and 
viewed the two dead bodies. 

There seem to be many views as to the 
cause of the fire and the proper place, if any, 
for placing the blame. Coroner Holbrook has 
appointed three miners and two citizens on 
the jury. He placed the miners there because 
they were the greatest sufferers and because 
they wanted to show if a remedy could be ap- 
plied. The mine is so located that flooding 
the fire is impossible, and smothering it means 
certain death to the men below, provided any 
are living. Nearly all the mines in this region 
are closed down, and men, money and pro- 
Visions are pouring in on every train. . 

The rescuing party at Ferguson mine re- 
ports the chambers of that drift rapidly filling 
with smoke. This delays, ifit does not en- 
tirely cut off, all hopes of reaching the im- 
prisoned men from that side. 

THE BRAY OF A MULE HEARD. 

Some slight hope was raised at noon by the 
return of one of the rescuing party who re- 
ported that far down in the slope he heard a 
mule braying, as if in great distress. This 
leads to the belief that the men may yet be 
living. Great crowds are arriving on every 


train and flocking to the scene of the disaster.

Charles Holly and Wilmer 
Millis, two prominent young men, visited a house 
of ill-repute in the country. As they approached 
the door a man ran out and paren fire on them, 
wounding both men, Mills fatally. The suppo- 
sition is that the shooting was done by 
Bartow Trasher, a2 noted outlaw and _ es- 
caped convict, who is known to be living in 
that lccality.

AN OFFICER SHOT. 


By a Black friminal Whom He Was Trying 
eeepc TY to Arrest. 

Waycross, Ga., June 17.—[{Special.]—Way- 
cross isin a state of excitement tonight, over 
the shooting of one of her policemen and 
deputy sheriffs by an unknown negro. 

Last night the commissary of Tie Contractor 
W. P. Lee was burglarized, and a strange ne- 
gro, who had been recently employed, was* 
missing this morning. Mr. Lee failed to get a 
record of his name, but knows him slightly, 
and on reaching Waycross he learned his man 
was hiding in the negro quarter known as 
‘Old Nine.”” He had a warrant issued on the 
description of the man. Sheriff Henderson 
had previously sworn in young Aleck Culpep- 
per, as deputy, and sent him to make the arrest. 

THE BLINDING FLASH. 

Culpepper called in two aids. Arriving at 
“Old Nine,’’ they say a burly negro standing 
outside, near a shanty, and, stopping to 
scrutinize the fellow from a distance of 
seventy feet, the negro’s attention was at- 
tracted, and he leisurely wenPinto the house. 
Suddenly a blinding flash and startling re- 
port from the crack in the doorway, and 
Deputy Sheriff Culpepper fell to the earth 
with a 38-caliber ball in his right breast. The 
negro had secured a Winchester rifle, which 
he had stolen the night before, and had coolly 


| and deliberately murdered the officer, who 


he knew was after him. 
A SECOND AIM TAKEN. 

Seeing the fatal effects of his aim, he sprang 
outside, and deliberately taking a second aim, 
pulled the trigger. Fortunately he had failed 
to throw out the empty shell, and recharge the 
chamber, and this alone saved the life of the 
second officer. Crowding him closely and not 
being familiar with the Winchester, he beat a 
precipitate retreat. 

IN HIDING IN THE SWAMP. 

Sheriff Henderson, with a posse on horse- 
back, pursued him, but he had gained a good 
start, and hid himself in a thick swamp, about 
half a mile distant, where he is supposed to be 
tonight. In the meantime he is being followed 
and surrounded. At midnight a pack of 
bloodhounds is expected, and will be put on his 
track.

THE 


The Work of the Trustees—A}'Proposed Ke- 
organization of the University—The 
Closing of Commencement 


Arnens, Ga., June 17.—[Special.]—The 
alumni meeting this morning, at the chapel, 
was a glorious one. About two hundred alumni 
thronged the hall, as Hon. Joel A. Billups, of 
Madison, called the meeting to order. The 
names of the graduating class were enrolled 
upon the lists as members of the society. Mr. 
Billups then resigned the chair to Professor 
George D. Thomas, and after avery earnest 
speech, reviewing his services to his alma 
mater, putin nomination the name of Hon. 
P. W. Meldrim, of Savannah, for the presi- 
dency of the Alumni society. The nomina- 
tion was received with loud cheers, and was 
carried by a rising vote. 

Mr. Meldrim took the chair and delivered 
a stirring speech, in which he urged every 
member to be ready to do his duty on all 
occasions; that the alumni of the university 
were a power which, properly wielded, could 
accomplish any good end. He said that hence- 
forth the motto of the society should be 
“Work,” and that he was ready to 
carry into the future his actions of 
the past and devote his untiring and 
ceaseless energies to her future welfare and 
glory. When he finished the house shook 
with applause. 

The election of first vice-president was in 
order,and in a few well-spoken remarks Colonel 
Billups presented the name of Colonel T. R. 
Gibson, of Augusta, and he was unanimously 
elected. 

Judge Emory Speer then arose and nomi- 
nated for second vice-president Hon. R. W. 
Patterson, of Macon. His name was loudly 
cheered, and he was voted in unanimously. 

Judge Howard Van Epps, of Atlanta, was 
unanimously elected third vice-president. 

THE ELECTION OF ORATOR. 

Then came the election of the next orator, 
and the two alternates. Dr. V. M. Miller, 
of Atlanta, in his eloquent way, put in nomi- 
nation the name of Hon. N. J. Hammond, of 
Atlanta, for orator, and he was elected with a 
rush. He made a nice little talk, thanking 
the society for honoring ici. ‘Tie Alumni ex- 
pect & gree speech next commencement from 
mn. 

Hon. Boykin Wright, of Augusta, was 
elected first delegate, and Colonel Hooper 
Alexander, of Atlanta, was chosen as second 
alternate. 

ENDOWING THE UNIVERSITY. 

The society then adjourned to the chapel, 
and discussed the question of the best way to 
endow the university. | 

Chancellor W. E. Boggs spoke a practical 
speech as to how to obtain money to carry out 
our purposes at the university, and his speech 
was full of force and practicability. 

On motion of Colonel Billups, a committee of 
nine was appointed by the chair, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, to draft plans for raising 
funds and providing for the university’s needs. 

The chair said he would give the names at 
his leisure. This committee is to report back to 
the next meeting of the society at the com- 
mencement of 1591. 

Editor Stovall, of the Chronicle, spoke of 
a plan in Augusta by which the alumni of that 
city had resolved to send one young man each 
year to the university. This proposition was 
received with applause, and Judge Emory 
Speer arose to say the same thing could and 
would be done in Macon. 

Judge Speer moved to appoint a committee 
of five to memorialize the press of Georgia 
and to invoke their aid in the fight for a better 
endowment. This Was carried unanimously. 

Professor C. P. Wilcox offered a few remarks 
upon the subject advising the raising of a gen- 
eral fund by contributions of amounts of all 
sizes by the alumni. 

The suggestion and plan of-Judge Van 
Epps about, insurance policies were referred 
along with other suggestions to the committee. 
The meeting then adjourned. 

THE TRUSTEES AT WORK. 

The board of trustees have been hard at 
work, having under a consideration a paper 
prepared by a committee from the faculty, 
concerning the remodeling of affairs at the 
university, if sufficient funds can be raised. 
The committee was Professor H. C. White, 
Professor L. H. Charbonnier, Professor C. P. 
Willcox and Professor Willis H. Bocock, and 
their scheme is a great one. It proposes to 
divide up the working forces of the university 
as follows: 

1. The university faculty or academic 
counc&, to consist of the following chairs: 
Mental and moral philosophy, ancient 
languages, modern languages, history and 
political science,mathematics, po chemis- 
try, mineralogy and geology, biology, applied 
mathematics, engineering and agriculture. 

2. Non-resident, alecture on subjects re- 
lating to the evidences andthe defense of 
natural and revealed religion; also a_pro- 
fessor of pedagogics, three instructors in 
ancient languages, in mathematics, in 
mechanics and astronomy, in mechanical 
drawing, in analytical chemistry, in elocution 
and oratory. 

3. Fellows in ancient and modern lan- 

uages, in English, in mental philosophy and 

istory, in mathematics, in physics, m pure 
and analytical chemistry, in geology, in 
biology, and in engineering. 

4. Gen 


eral officers, a commandant. of ca- 
dets, a proctor, a teacher of physical culture, 
a librarian, a janitor, who shall be a skilled 
mechanic. 

It will thus be seen that this scheme is one 
of arcvolutionary nature, but highly bene- 
ficial. The board of trustees has adopted it 
with but few exceptions, and itis the fondest 
hopes of all that it will be consummated. 

he board conferred the degree of LL.D. 
upon Dr. A. W. Calhoun, of At- 
lanta, which was a highly merited 
compliment. It also conferred the degree of 
D. D. upon Rev. H. F. a of Madison, 
and that of A. M. on Hon. W. H. Fleming, of 
Augusta. The board adjourned. 

The graduating exercises occur tomorrow, 
and then the university commencement of 
1890 will be a thing of the past.

AMAN LAYS DOWN ON A RAILROAD 
TRACK, 


Two Sections of An Incoming Freight Train 
Pass Over His Body, Tearing it to 
Atoms—Was. it Suicide? 


Mangled to a shapeless mass. 

There was a horrible tragedy on the Western 
and Atlantic track opposite the old rolling 
mill last night. 

Jim Lovelace, a white man, was torn to 
pieces by an incoming freight train. 

It seems to have been suicide. : 

The traged# was one of the most shocking 
that ever occurredin Atlanta. Lovelace was 
dragged a hundred yards by the heavy engine 
and his torn flesh and mangled limbs scattered 
all along the ties. 

Engineer Ray was the first to discover the 
terrible accident. 

Last night about 9 o’clock, No. 16 freight 
train on the Western and Atlantic, reached 
the city from Chattayooga. The train was in 
three sections, engine No. 53 pulling the first 
section. 

The first two sections of the train had be- 
gun switching off their transfer cars at Simp- 
son street crossing. 

Engineer Ray, of the third section, had 
stopped his train opposite the old rolling mill, 
awaiting his time to put off through cars. He 
had gotten down off his engine, and was 
walking round the pilot with a light in his 
hand, when he almost stepped upon the 
mangled, upturned face of a dead man. 

The alarm was at once given and Patrolmen 
Christophene and Owens, with lighted lamps, 
began an investigation. 

Coroner Avary was notified and Wyly & 
Barclay, the undertakers, went out to gather 
up the remains. An inquest will be held at 
the undertaker’s office this morning. 

It was some time before the remains were 
identified as those of Mr. Jim Lovelace. Limb 
was torn from limb, and for a hundred yards 
along the track the undertakers gathered up 
the fragments of the dead man. The head 
was severed from the trunk, both arms and 
both legs crushed into atoms,..and.¢+kz vioth- 
ing absolutely tame +7 sitreds. 


Sue foot was shoeless, the other was mashed 
off with the shoe still on. Nota wholé mem- 
ber of the unfortunate man’s body remained. 
The heart was torn from its place and was 
found laying by itself on the end of a crosstie. 

WAS IT SUICIDE? 

Lovelace was a carpenter, and for some- 
time past has been working at Ponce de Leon 
on the pavilion being built there. 

A year ago he buried his wife, who left him 
two little children with whom he has been 
living for the past few months at his father’s 
home, on Ponder avenue. 

Some months after his wife’s death Love- 
lace married again. For a short time he lived 
happily and prosperously with his young 
wife, then troubles arose and she left him. 

Since then, Lovelace has been very despond- 
ent, and this, together with poor health, is 
more than probably the cause of his death. 

Yesterday evening he was at his father’s 
home for supper, and remained some time 
after his meal. He had been drinking, but 
was not drunk. 

During the evening, he had been heard to 
say several times that he was tired of life, and 
would not care if he was dead before morning, 

To one of his companions, a relative, he 
threatened to lie down on the tracks and leta 
train run over him. This was early in the 
evening, and nothing was thought of it. — 

It is supposed that he carried out this threat; 
that he deliberately lay himself before the ap- 
proaching freight train, with the intention of 
ending his life. 

Lovelace was about thirty-five years of age. 
His father and mother are both living.. The 
father has been sick in bed for several weeks 
past, and the terrible ending of his son’s life 
last night completely prostrated him.

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THE UNHOLY DANCE 


BY WHICH A COLORED CHURCH WAS 
PROFANED. 


A Colored Schoolma’am Holds a Commence- 
ment—The Rain Drives the Party Into a 
Church, and the Dance is Taken Up. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 17.—[{Special]— 
Morgan chapel is the name of a negro church 
a few miles from this city, and some of the 
most pious laymen of that charge are loudly 
proclaiming the fact that it was horribly pro- 
faned by some of its undevoted members one 
night last week. The church is noted for its 
long and loud revival services, and on many a 
night during the year, under the quickening 
influence of the spirit, the membership joins 
in the “holy dance,” which lasts until way up 
in the midnight hours. 

But another spirit entered the church and 
another dance was introduced. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Closely annexed to the church is a bush- 
harbor, where the picaninnies of that settle- 
ment gathered daily to drink in the first drops 
of wisdom. The youngsters were the pride of 
a home-spun teacher, and last week she con- 
cluded that a commencement, in which the 
learning of her pupils would be thoroughly 
tested, would be a fitting climax to their 
scholastic year. The programme was thor- 
oughly arranged, consisting of every feature 
introduced at the universities, including the 
commencement hop, which was to be given 
immediately after the exercises in declama- 
tion, etc. The exercises had gotten well un- 
der way, and all wascalm and serene under 
the harbor until a cloud began to gather, and 
in a remarkably short time the rain and wind 
began to beat upon the tent, anda great fall 
was the result. The crowd in attendance 
rushed toward the church where the exercises 
were to be concluded. 

A COW IN THE DITCH. 

When that part of the programme that 
called for a dance was reached, a deacon or 
two arose and strenuously objected to dancing 
in the church, but to no avail. The red-eyed 
spirit had aroused the enthusiasm of some of 
the brethren, and they loudly argued that ‘‘it 
was on the programme,and the people must not 
be fooled,”’ and, besides, that ‘‘a cow was in 
the ditch,” sothere was nothing wrong. The 
advocates of the ‘‘unholy dance’’ were in a 
large majority, so the hop was opened and kept 
up until near daylight, when the weary par- 
ticipants left for their homes, vowing that it 
“was the cran’est event of the season,’’ while 
their reverent x*ighbors swore that the church 
had been contaminated by the unhallowed 
action of its unregenerated mombers.

School 

The first public exhibition of the work of 
the students of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology was a decided success.

A Remarkable Contempt Case. 

The Tolleson case will long be spoken of 
as a remarkable one, 

When a man stays in an Atlanta jail six- 
teen months for contempt of court the case 
is something out of the ordinary line. 

Our readers are familiar with the history 
of this matter. Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
was determined to keep-Tolleson in jail 
until he made what the court considered a 
proper answer to the order requiring him to 


turn over the assets of his bank to the re- 


ceiver, or show why he was unable tod do so. 
After more than sixteen months, [olleson 
has made a showing which the court con- 
siders satisfactory, and Judge Cla:ke has 
therefore ordered his release. 

Both the judge and the prisoner have dis- 
played great firmness and patience, and it is 
to be hoped that Tolleson’s bank will now 
straighten its affairs to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. This is another instance in 
which an Atlanta judge has upheld the law 
under unpleasant and trying conditions. 
Undoubtedly it is as much of a relief to 
Judge Clarke as it is to Tolleson to see this 
somewhat famous contempt case brought to 
a close.

The business of employing the class of 
persons known as Pinkerton detectives to 
preserve the peace is gradually growing more 
and more obnoxious in the states where the 
unseemly experiment has been tried. 

The wonder is that the public opinion of 
any Amcrican community should have tol- 
erated even an experiment in a direction so 
totally at variance with our institutions and 
the spirittheredf. The Pinkerton detective 
business has beentried in Illinois, in Penn- 
sylvania and in New Jersey. In all these 
states, we have seen the experiment of pri- 
vate capital employing force in order to se- 
cure the protection that a commonwealth is 
bound io give, and the speetacie has not 
been a wholesome one. 

The public opinion of New- Jersey has 
been aroused on the subject, and the people 
of that state refuse to longer tolerate the 
Pinkerton business. Governor Abbett has 
just signed the anti-Pinkerton bill which the 
New Jersey legislature passed the last week 
of its session. The law is a sweeping one, 
It forbids the sheriff of a county, the mayor 
of a city, or any other person authorized by 
law to appoint special deputy sheriffs, 


special constables, marshals, policemen, 6r 


other peace oflicers, to appoint as such any 
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state’s prison and a fine of five hundred dol§ 
lars, for any person in any way to exercise 


the functions of a peace officer without the 


authority provided for. 


Bread Pills and Hypnotism. 

Sir Andrew Clark, the distinguished Eng- 
lish physician, is inclined to take a very 
placid and common sense view of the sensa- 
tional developments of what is known as 
hypnotism. 

The newspapers, both in Europe and this 
country, are full of the reports of these de- 
velopments, and some of them are startling 
enough to worry and perplex the feeble- 
minded. Dr. Clark is of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the developments of hypnotism 
are not as important as they seem to be. 
Some of them are curious enough, but the 
old physician remembers the startling devel- 
opments of mesmerism, and how that ‘‘fad’’ 
fell into desuetude. 

Dr. Clark has no hesitation in prophesy- 
ing that before twenty-five years have passed 
hypnotism will be in the same position that 
it was twenty-five years ago. He says there 
is some measure of physiological truth in 
the assumed influence of hypnotism, aud 
that the explanation must be sought in the 
relation of what is called will to the body. 
Attention and expectancy, combined with a 
remarkable degree of concentration, are 
capable of producing some very remarkable 
results, 

One of Dr. Clark’s illustrations is the 
homely one of the bread pill administered to 
patients with friendly suggestions intended 
to influence the mind. So powerful is the 
bread pill when the mind gives it vitality 
that Dr. Clark says it succeeds in eight cases 
outoften. This he regards as the ground- 
work of hypnotism. 


Bigger Than the Government. 

Out in Illinois, the other day, a census 
enumerator visited the penitentiary and 
asked the convicts the usual questions. 

The prisoners answered freely enough, 
with the exception of one man. This fellow 
asked the enumerator what would be the 
consequences if a man refused to answer. 
He was told that the penalty was $100 fine 
and a term of imprisonment. 

When he heard this the prisoner laughed 
outright. ‘‘I refuse to answer asingle ques- 
tion,” he said. ‘I am here on a life sen- 
tence, and I have no property. Now, go 
ahead with your penalty.”’ 

The enumerator was paralyzed, so to 
speak. There he stood, armed with all the 
power of the United States government, and 
confronting him in triumphant defiance was 
a miserable creature in stripes, 

The census man ducked his head and 
walked sadly away. He had at last run 
against a man who was bigger than the gov- 
ernmeut. 


A Model Sheriff. 

At the Booneville, Mo., connty jail the 
other day a prisoner shot and mortally 
wounded Sheriff Cranmer. 

In a few moments after the shot was fired 
a mob of angry men collected around the 
jail with the intention gf lynching the  pris- 
oner. 

On his dying bed the sheriff heard the 
shouts and threats of the crowd. He was 
too feeble to rise and could no longer‘do his 
duty at his post. But he rallied enough to 
request those about his bedside that it was 
his dying wish that they should disperse and 
let the law take its course. He had no 
sooner uttered the words than he fell back 
and died. 

The lynchers were inan ugly mood, but 
the sheriff's request awed them, and they 
quietly went to their homes. Sheriff . Cran- 
mer should have lived. Such officers of the 
law, subordinating all private passions and 
life itself to the paramount idea of duty, are 
worth their weight in gold. 

This obscure country sheriff was a brave 
and true man. His influence will live after 
him, and Booneville will not have a lynch- 
ing for many a year to come.

Taxation of Land in Dougherty County. 

JUNE 17, 1890.—Editors Constitution: There ap- 
peared in THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION of yester- 
day a reference to the decrease in the value of 
farm lands in Dougherty county. 

It appears from your correspondent that I first 
made a retura by which the farm lands in 
Dougherty county were reduced in taxable values. 

In justice to myself, as well ag to 
the otber farmers of the eounty, 
I wish to explain through your columns to the 
citizens of Dougherty (among whom I live) the 
cause of the present taxable va'ue of my real 
estate in the county. It so happens that about 
ten years since I becamejpossessed, by purchase, of 
more than 10,000 acres of land, lying in three 
different sections of the county. Having paid 
taxes upon it at a valuation of more than donble 
the price it cost me for several 
years, I submitted the question as to 
its roper valuation ior taxes to 
a head af assessors wider the statute. 1 choose as 
an arbitrator the late Dr. C. P. Heartwell, the tax 
receiver choosing Mr. Dunn,and these two fen- 
tlemen choosing Mr. Boit. All three of these gen- 
tlemciu were weil acquainted with the land upon 
which they were chosen to affix a valuation, and 
were duly sworn to affix it, in the language of the 
law, atits “fair markét value.” Taking the land 
as a whole, after dne_ discussion and 
consideration, they affixed a price of $3.50 per 
acre upon the land. 

These three gentlemen are well known as men of 
unquestioned integrity and capacity. 

Il suggested no value to the arbitrators, for the 
reason that I had no criterion as to its fair market 
vaiue,as1 had had no offer for any portion of it 
since wy purchase, a period of seven years. The 
amount of swamp in one of these bodies of land 
was doubtless the cause of the apparent low valu- 
ation. 

It seems to have been the custom to 
tax farm lands in large sections of the 
county ata similar valuation, whatever might 
be the improvements or ‘condition of the 
same or their nearncss to the city. A verv unfair 
rule, After this valuation by the beard of arbi- 
trators of my lands, the opinion obtained in the 
county that the assessment was much lower than 
it was and that the tax digest of the year showed 
a.reduction in farm Jands. My lands have re- 
mainea at the price put upon them. by this board 
of assessors. 

There should be a board of assessors in every 
county in the state, who should affix a proper tax- 
able value upon all the real estate inthe county. 
There is no other remedy to obviate unequal taxa- 
tion. The opinion as to the fair market value of a 
Inan’s laud is liable to vary with as many diffcrent 
owners. Whereas a disinterested board would, 
as near as could be, aitfix such a ryatue to 
all real estate that every one v-ould feel that 
his neighbor was bearing an equal square share 
of taxation with him. 

AS an example,the board of connty com- 
missioners for Lee county assess the value of 
lands,and a year since reduced the tax vaiue at 
which I had been giving in my farm lands in Lee 
county, without request on my part. Let us hope 
that the coming legislaturgwill remedy this evil. I 
return the property that I own for taxation in the 
state of Georgia, 1 trust, with a due regard to 
myself and my fellow-citizens.

BO COLONEL L. F. LIVINGSTON SA¥S 
OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION, 


He Says He is a Candidate From the Stand- 
point of Duty and Not From Neces- 
sity or Bargain. 

Colonel L. F. Livingston was found yester- 
day afternoon at alliance headquarters. 

He was smoking a cheroot and talking 

litics—‘‘as independent,’” he said, “as a 
woodpecker in his hole, witha year’s supplies 
Jaid up in store ” 

“Feel like talking?” he echoed, as_ the 
question was put, “that depends.” 

“What,” he was asked, ‘‘about the charge 
of a deal by which Mr. Northen was left 
without opposition for governor, and you be- 
came a candidate for congress ?”’ 

“Now,” said the colonel, thoughtfully, *‘I 
expect I'd better talk if they charge anything 
of that sort. No, I hadn't, either. I’d better 
write it. It'll be there, then, in black and 
white, and no misunderstanding or miscon- 
struction about it.”’ 

And he did. 

THE QUESTION AND THE ANSWER. 

The question was: ‘What about the charge 
that Peek, Brown, Northen and yourself, in 
conference, fixed up who should be governor 
and who should go to congress from the fifth 
district ?”’ 

Here is the answer as Colonel Livingston 
wrote it: Y 

“TI was not present at any conference be- 
tween Messrs. Peek, Brown and Northen, and 
therefore cannot say what transpired. I was 
aware, and had been for months, that there 
Was a grave apprehension with many alliance- 
men in Georgia that if Northen and myself 
should antagonize each other for the guberna- 
torial chair, dissension, bitterness, and perhaps 
defeat to both, would be the result, and that 
those actuated by such fears were endeavoring 
to prevent such antagonism.

“T donot know of any bargain or trade en- 
tered inio by Mr. Northen, and feel assured 
that he did not make or authorize any trade 
touching his candidacy for governor or my 
candidacy for congress.”’

An Underground Wire Ordinance—Mr. 
Keith’s Salary Raised By a Flattering 
Vote—Petitions Presented. 


Underground telephone and telegraph wires 
for Atlanta. 

That’s the next step in the city’s progress. 

During the adjourned session of the general 
council yesterday afternoon, Mr. Hutchison 


presented an ordinance planting the wires. 


under ground. 

The paper is captioned: is 

An ordinance authorizing the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph company, of the state of 
New York, to construct and operate an under- 
ground system in the city of Atlanta. 

In the first section of the ordinance, the South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph company is 
permitted and authorized to construct, under 
plans approved by the city engineer, suitable and 
adequate subways, or conduits, under the streets, 
alleys, and other public places, with man-holes 
and house connections. 

The second section causes the telephone com- 
pany to reserve sufficient and necessary space, not 
exceeding one duct, free of expense to the city, 
for fire, police, and other wires belonging to the 
city, and used exclusively for municipal purposes’ 

The third section makes it unlawful after June 
Ist, 1893, for any telephone company doing busi- 
ness in Atlanta to construct any wires or poles 
above ground within the now existing fire limits 
of the city. 

The ordinance created no discussion, and was 
referred, upon motion of Mr. Hulsey, tothe com- 
mittees upon electric lights and ordinances.

Yalks With Well-Known.People in Which 
Kind References Are Made to Mr. 
Grady and the South. 


Forty-onkg East TWENTY-SECOND STREET, 
New York Crry, June 16.--[Special.]—From 
friends and the all-powerfal press, we gained 
interesting information concerning the differ- 
ent governors who ‘have satin the high chair 
of state in New York. -Twenty.ninemen have 
occupied this position since the first state con- 
vention became a living fact in 1777. This 
dignified and responsilge office of. goyernor of 
s0 great a state, which seems to bea stepping- 
stone to higher honors, was first held by Gov- 
ernor George Clinton. For Sevén terms, of 
three years each, hé was governor, and his 
friends and admirers speke of him as a ‘“‘ster- 
ling old patriot.”’ 

Governor John Jay, the first chief justice of 
the United States supreme court, was among 
the great men who succeeded Governor Clin- 
ton. Governor DeWitt Clinton, “the canal 
governor,’’ served four times, as did Governor 
Daniel D. Tompkins, who was afterwards vice- 


president of the United States. One 
of thie mast noted of the gov-4 
ernors was Martin Van Buren, who 
served later as secretary of state, vice-presi- 


dent and president. Hamilton Fish, William 
Ll. Marey and William Seward were first gov- 


ernors before officiating as secretaries of state. 


Aaron Burr was one of the defeated aspir- 
ants for gubernatorial honors. Silas Wright, 
Horatio Seymour, Edward Morgan, Reuben 
Fenton, John T. Hoffman, Jobn Dix, Samuel 
J. Tilden and our favorite, Mr. Cleveland, 
each filled this office, which, it seems, would 
be a goal satisfactory to the ambition of most 
men—for, in the wise management of a state 
like this, the attention and admiration of the 
whole country are upon its governor. 

Of these eminent men now living are the 
venerable Hamilton Fish, Governor Myron I. 
Clark, Governor Lucius Robinson (now in very 
feeble health at his home in Elmira), the un- 
fortunate Governor Alonzo B. Cornell, 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Hill.

Shaw’s account of the London polytechnic 
institutions and the People’s palace, which is 
most interesting reading. He is less than 
thirty-five years of age. His manner is in- 
formal, yet dignified. He is tall and slender, 
with a face full of intellect and strength of 
character, and his conversation is as entertain- 
ing as his magazine articles. His grandfather 
was from the south.

“THE GREAT RACE, 


SAEVATOR WINS THE “SUBURBAN” 
AT SHEAPSHEAD BAY. 


Thousands of People Attend the Races— 
Cassius Only a Neck Behind Salvator— 
The Baseball Games. 

New York, June 17.—Suburban day always 
brings outa big crowd, but none of the previous 


years can be compared with that which attended | 


that farmers’ race atthe track of Coney Isiand

found their way into the beautiful club grounds and 
after the stands had been filled to their utmost 
capacity, the people massed themselves on the 
broad lawn until all that eould be seen from 
a distance was a huge: anass: of bob- 
concealed beneath 
all manner and sorts of headgear. 

It wasan uncomfortable jam aliday, but no one 
complained, as.they knew just what to expect 
when they started for the track. .A majority of 
the people came down only to see and bet on the 
“Suburban,” and to them the others races were 
but necessary evils, to be endured, instead of en- 
joyed. 

The sport of the day was of the highest quality, 
and the “Suburban” turned out to be one of the 
grandest races ever run. 

CONDITIONS OF THE RACE. 

The conditions of the race were as follows: 

Handicap sweepstakes of $100 each, half forfeit, 
and only $25 if declared, the association to add an 
amount necessary to make the value of the stake 
$10,000, secend to receive $2,000 ‘and third $1,000 
out of the money so added; one mileanda quarter.

The “Suburban” was the fourth event on the 
card, and it was 4:15 before the horses came to the

Rich and poor had gone to 
the levee to save their lives; some leaving their 
elegant homes (in which afew short hours ago 
they had been surrounded by every comfort) to 
the mercy of the water, perhaps, snatching a few 
trunks of wearing apparel as they pass to the skiff, 
which had been hastity brought to the door. Sad 
indeed was the fate of those who did not possess a 
water craft of some description. Three persons 
were drowned tor want of safe conveyance to the 
levee. The scene on the levee was pitiful to the 
last degree, and one long to be remembered by 
those who witnessed it. Refined ladies, children, 
negroes, mules, horses, cattle, chickens, turkeys 
and household goods of every description, much 
of it wet and muddy, all huddied together ona 
narrow strip of levee, the only thing above the 
water except a few gin houses and the roofs of the 
houses which the water had left standing. 
Imagine, dear reader, if you can, the feelings of 
these much afflicted peopie ; many of them used to 
every comfort, to be forced to remain on the damp 
levee, withont food or shelter, until they were 
rescued from tbeir perilous situation by a govern- 
ment steamer and our weekly packet. With these 
uncomfortable surroundings there was a few of 
the planters brave enough to remain on the levee 
with the vain iudpe or pieventing the panic- 
stricken negroes from deserting the farms; but 
life on the levee, with much of their stock and 
hovschold goods destroyed by the water and only 
a tent for asbelter frem the pouring rain (which 
for two weeks was almost unceasing) was more 
than the negroes, and some of the white people, 
could stand; and now, although the water is al 
most off of the land, our little neighborhood is 
broken up. The people who composed it are 
widely seattered. Some of them who were 
wealthy a few weeks ago are now in almost dcsti- 
tute circuimstances; their once beautiful homes 
are in ruins; their fine cotton plantattons worth- 
less. 


Mrs. M. Henderson, Rutiedge, Tenn.: I wish to 
know ifany one can tell me how to make hard 
soap for toilet purposes; if concentrated lye is 
used, and how much to the proportion of grease or 
tallow is used. I am anxious to know and hope 
some one can answer soon. There was a recipe 
given sone time ago, but don’t remember whether 
it was for hard soap or not. I think the paper was 
destroyed before I could save the recipe. Did any 
one éver try putting up jelly in egg shells? It is 
so nice to turn the jelly outon a glass dish 
moulded this way, especially for a small family 
when they do not want to open a large glass. I 
open the eggs at the small end, just large enough 
to get the substance out; wash the shell and dry. 
For a holder for these shells I take a pasteboard 
box or top and cut holes in them to make the 
shells fit; sit them in and fill. Shells can be saved 
along while in advance of jelly-making. Some 
one sent me some vegetable peach seed. I would 
like to know in what ways the fruit can be used. I 
have never seen any and do not know anything of 
their uses. Mrs. Feargin wrote about her chickens 
dying. We lost a good many the same way two 
years ago, but some got over the disease, but blind 
in one eye afterwards. Some one said it was 
cholera, but I don’t believe it. I don’t know any 
remedy. Mrs. McNair wrote me some time ago 
for flowers, saying she enclosed 10 cents for 
postage ; she was mistaken, as no money was en- 
closed, but would have sent the flowers if I had 
had what she wanted. My supply was about 
exhausted. 


Miss Lissie Lowe, Rutledge, Tenn. : I see a great 
many of the sisters are interested in flower cul- 
ture. Iam very fond of beautiful flowers, but 
since my health is so feeble, I cannot cultivate 
them ; but for the benefit of those who can I will 
give a remedy for destroying and eradicating the 
insects which prey upon the foliage and flowers 
of house plants: Takea tablespoonful spirits of 
camphor, add to it a gallon of water and sprinkle 
the plants with it, and also water them with it, so 
the pests that may be lurking in the soil may meet 
with the same fate. I would be glad to get some 
sea shells; will send in exchange lace patterns and 
some papers—The Ladies’ World and Home Com- 
panion. Ialso have directions for crocheting a 
doll out of zephyr, which is quite a curiosity, 
especially with the children. Will send directions 
to any one for 20 cents in stamps; they are very 
plain and can be easily understood by any one who 
crochets. , 

“Mrs. 8. O. J.,” Orange Heights, Fla.: If the 
lady thatis losing her chickens -will rub their 
heads well with sulphur and lard, I think they will 
get well—the insects must be mites. She can get 
rid of mites by using coal oil, in which a little salt 
has been dissolved; use an old paint brush to ap- 
ply the wash to the roost poles. Will some one 
that has used a homemade incubator please give 
directions for making? I am anxious to get one, 
but the ones that are patented cost so much that I 
don’t care to invest until I try one made at home.

His release was the result of the 
affidavits filed by his attorneys cOncerning the 
assets of the case duMng the last few days. 
The tenor of these affidavits is familiar to the 
public, and needs no repetition. 

On Saturday, May 3ist, there was a general 
statement of the assets of the Mercantile 
Banking company filed in the superior court, 
and on Saturday, June 7th, and on Saturday 
last an affidavit was filed substantiating the 
first siatement and setting forth other matters 
of general interest in the case. 

THERE WAS NO-REPLY. 

The defendant corporations pleaded for time 
to consider the case, and Judge Clarke granted 
them until 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning to 

ile this. 

None of the detendants were present yester- 
day morning, and there was no reply made to 
the affidavit. 

After waiting a considerable time, Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke decided that the different 
showings were sutiicient to warrant the release 
of the prisoner. 

THE ORDER ISSUED. 

Judge Clarke then issued the following 
order: 

In Fulton Superior Court, 
parte J. R. Tolleson. 
There came on to be heard on June l4th, 1890, 

the application of said Tolleson to be discharged 

from further imprisonment under an order dated 

January 20th, 1589, by which he was confined to 

the jail of Fulton county until he should surren- 

der to the receiverin the case of the coe 

Saving bank et al. vs. the Mereantile Banking 

company, certain assets of said defendant de- 

scribed in said order. From the testimony of peti- 
tioner, and other evidence produced, it appears 
probs ible that heh as, in connection with said 
application, complied with said order 80 far 
as it is at present inhis power to do so, as 
to the $8,311.38 of the assets in his hands at the 
date of said order. Astothe remainder of, such 
assets the testimony submitted by -him isso con- 
fused and obscure and so defective in important 
particulars that no get enter J conclusion can be 
reached. It, however, seems from this testimony 
doubtful whether petitioner can at this time de- 
liver tothe receiver any of this portion of said 
assets, PI 

In consideration of the premises, and of the fact 

that petitioner has already been imprisoned for 

sixteen months and twenty-one days for dis- 
obedience to said order, and allowing “him the 
benefit of the doubt now raised in his favor: 

It is ordered that petitioner be released from 
further custodyamder said order. 

MARSHALL J. CLARKE, Judge. 


A Comprarution reporter was the first man 
tocarry the news to the prisoner, who had 
been confined within the hot brick walls so 
long. Mr. Tolleson was perfectly composed, 
as if he felt that his release was a matter of 
course, and when the matter of 

CRIMINAL WARRANTS 
was mentioned, he said that he had asked that 
the warrants be served at once, so that he 
could give bond, and be rid of them. 

Mr. Tolleson preserved his equanimity all 
through the ordeal, and even in the last hours 
he was perfectly composed. 

He sent home for another suit of clothing, 
and as soon as it returned he dressed himself 
and proceeded to the court-house and turned 
himself over to the sheriff. 

THE WARRANTS SERVED. 

There were two warrants against him held 
by the sheriff of Fulton county, both in favor of 
the First National bank, of Little Rock, one 
for larceny after trust, and the other for em- 
bezzlement. 

Sheriff Thomas sent him to Justice Pat 
Owens who heard the cases, and decided that 
Mr. Tolleson should be held in a bond of $500, 
which covered both cases, for his appearance 
on Saturday next. 

The bond was easily made, 
was at liberty. 

Judge Clarke Seen. 

Judge Marshall Clarke was seen after the 
decision was rendered, and was asked : 

‘Ts there anything more that you can say in 
the case ?”’ 

‘No, I included all the ideas I had to state in 
the order. I don’t think it is just exactly be- 
coming a judge of the inferior court of one of 
counties in the state to 
express himselfin such a manner. I 
tried to condense all that I had to sayin 
that order, and I have nothing more to say.” 

Mr. Tolleson Talks. 

Tolleson said after his final release: “It is 
one of the greatest legal victories ever known, 
and the triumph was due entirely tothe efforts 
of Judge John L. Hopkins. He took my case 
after it had been rendered almost hopeless by 
bad management and bad advice, and froma 
what was apparently 
cause. I shall ever 
be thankful to Judge Hopkins and his son, 
Mr. Charles T. Hopkins, for their faithful

“No, I was well treatéd by Jailers Poole and

that any man _ could go there, and 
with ordinary good beliavior be well treated. 
I leave Fulton county jail with the very best 
of ‘feelings toward all-the officials connected 
with that prison.”’ 

A Short Rehearsal,

27, 1889, and was sent to jail on the day fol- 
lowing, on a charge of contempt of court. ; 

A writ of habeas corpus was obtained and a 
hearing granted May 16, 1889. 

The motion was dismissed June 1, 1889. 

An appeal was made to the supreme court, 
and the decision of the lower court was 
affirmed October 21, 1889. 

Another motion for discharge was filed No- 
yember 9, 1889. 

It was overruled December 10, 1889.

THE FRUITS OF THE CORBIN BANK- 
ING COMPANY. 


The Effort of Mrs. Annie P. Tarver to Retain 
the Famous Tarver Plantation—A 
Remarkable Case. 


Epniroxrs Constrrution: There appeared, 
under the above caption, in -your issue of the 
16th instant, an article purporting to be written 
by your special correspondent at Macon, which 
was so crossiy unjust to the defendants in the 
case re/erred to, that I ask, as a matter of sim- 
ple justice, the privilege of correcting the out- 
rageous misstatement therein contained, 
threngh the same channel they were given 
publicity. 

The court-house is the proper place for liti- 
gants to settle their disputes, and I can see no 
just reason for parading ferreted statements 
ofthe facts involved in a case in a newspaper, 
uniess it be to prejudice the public against one 
of the parties. 

Now with your permission I propose to give 

a brief statement of the facts involved in the 
litization referred to. 
Lp to the year 1883 William B. and B. M. 
Tarver owned sixteen thousand acres of land 
in Twiggs county. They did not own this 
property jointly, but the two together owned 
separately that amount of land lying contig- 
nous in Twiggs county. 

\ large portion of this property was be- 
‘meathed to them by their father, Hartrell Tar- 
yer, Who was a prominent and wealthy farmer 
in the ante-bellum days. The balance of 
the Jand was purchased from year to year by 
these two brothers from different people, and 
they had owned a)l of it for more than twenty 
years previous to 18380. 

" All that time they were largely involved in 

debt 

them in 

75,000, and these lands were levied upon un- 

der the execution issued therefrom. They had 

made evcry possible effort to raise money with 

which to avoid the sale of their property from 

loca! parties in this state, but had failed to do 

sv. Asa last resort they concluded to apply 
some loan broker to negotiate a sum of 

“5,000 for them in order to stave off as long as 
possible a sale by the officers of the law. 

Therefore,in order to facilitate such negotia- 

;and avoid the labor and trouble of each 
naking a separate application toa broker, 
conveyed all these lands to Mrs. Annie P. 

r, wife of W. B. Tarver, on the 15th day 

August, and the consideration ex- 

cd inthe deed was love and affection. 

‘hese lands coustituted the whole real estate 
ho!dings of William B. and B. M. Tarver. 

As soon as the conveyance was made, Annie 
P. Tarver applied to one John Walter Robin- 
son, of Macon, who was an agent or corre- 
‘ent of Nelson & Barker, of Atlanta, 
brokers, engaged in the negotiation of loans 
upon real estate security, to negotiate a loan of 
$55,000 upon these lands as security. Nelson 
& Barker undertook to find a lender willing to 
advance that sum upon this security, but 
failed to do so. Then Robinson enlisted the 
services of the Corbin Banking Co. of New 
York to assist him in getting the money, 
and that firm induced Colonel Charles L. 
Flint, president of the New England Mortgage 
Security company to accept the application 
and make the loan applied. : Flint was pres- 
ident of the New England Mortgage Security 
company, and it was upon his judgment and 
discretion the funds were loaned. In this 
matter the Corbin Banking company repre- 
sented Mrs. Tarver as her agent in procuring 
the money, and under a written contract, 
wherein she authorized that firm to receive 
the noney for her. and also agreed to pay them 
a brokerage fee of $7,000 for their services, in 
case they succeeded in procuring the loan to 
be made. The original checks for $35,000, 
made by the New England Mortgage Security

company to the Corbin Banking company,: 


were produced in court at this hearing, for the 
purpose of showing thatit parted with the 
whole amount of $35,000, and that the Corbin 
Banking company and Robinson, her agent, 
returned all, or any part thereof, that was a 
maticr wholly between them and Mrs. Tarver. 

It was also shown that while Mrs. Tarver’s 
name was usedinthe matter, W.B. & B. 
M. Tarver were the real actorsin the matter: 
that they went to New York and assisted 
the Corbin Banking company to _ induce 
Colonel! Flint to make the loan. Also, that 
after the lean was made, and Mrs. Tarver 
had mortgaged these lands to the New Eng- 
land Mortgage Security company to secure the 
loan, W. B. & B. M. Tarver remained in 
possession of the lands owned by them prior to 
the conveyance to Annie B. Tarver just as 
thov did before—used them as their own, 
and undertook, in 1885, in the name of Mrs. 
Tarver to get an additional loan of $28,000 
on the same lands, and from the same party, 
for the purpose of eniarging their farming 
operations ‘therein. This was in writing, 
signed by W. B. and B. M. Tarver, and in 
which they said they wanted 810,000 of this 
money for working. capital—#7,000 to invest 
in cattle, etc. It also appeared that when Mr. 
Tarver executed any writing in relation to 
these lands, after the deed was made to him it 
was foliowed by the written approval of W. B. 
and B. M. Tarver. 

Now these facts were not put in evidence by 
the defendants for the purpose of showing Mrs. 
Tarver had no right to mortgage the property. 
under the circumstances, but for the purpose of 
proving that she was a mere naked trustee, that 
while the legal titlewas in her, the equitabie title 
wasin W. B. and B. M. Tarver. This was 
pertinent evidence, because Mr. Tarver having 
failed to pay the interest on the loan, or even 
taxes on the property for years, andthe New 
England mortgage security law having been 
forced to co this in orderto prevent the 
sacrifice of the security at tax sale, filed its 
bill in the circuit court of the United States 
for the purpose of foreclosing its mortgage on 
these lands in 1887, and a final decree was 
rendered, the property sold thereunder in 
September, 1457, and bought by Colonel Flint 
for $12,100. Mrs. Tarver, in her 
bill to set aside this sale and 
Flint’s deed says she had no notice of 
this proceeding—that she was not served—but 
that, through mistake, the marshal served 
Lila V. Tarver, wife of B. M. Tarver, whileon 
@ visit to her-—Amnie P. Tarver’s honse--that 
Lila V. carried the subpmna off with her and 
never told herabout it or showed it to her, and 
that her husband kept all this a secret ‘‘because 


of her pregnant and nervous condition,’’ and . 


that she heard nothing 2bout the snit or sale 
of the land until April, 1890. She aisocharges 
that the mortgage was foreclosed with the 
consent of her husband and W. 3B. Tarver in 
fraud of her rights. After the iand was sold 
and bought by Mr. Flint, he did not want it, 
but re-sold it to W. B. and B. M. Tarver for 
the exact amount of money his company 
had invested in it, and = gave 
ten yearsin which to pay the money—thcy 
gi ving him their notes, and he making them a 

ond for titles. This wasin September, 1587. 
At that time Mrs. Tarver owed Walter & Co., 
of Savannah, $4,000, which was secured bya 
chatte}] mortgage on all the horses, muies, 
cows, farming implements, wagons, steam 
engines, etc.,on the lands. Mr. Flint paid 
this off also, and that amount was added in 
the purchase money of the land. 

Now, while Mrs. Tarver claims, in her bill, 
that she knew nothing of the foreclosure pro-

After the sale by the marshal in 1887, the 
urchase by Flint, and sale to W. B. and B.

They never paid a 
dollar on their notes nor the taxes on the land, 
and the New England Mortgage Security com- 
pany was compelted during this time to ex- 
pend about $2,000 in taking up tax execution.

The wri- 
terand the other gentlemen referred to, and 
their associates, pending these negotiations, 
had procured a charter from the superior court 
of Fulton county, under the corporate name of 
The Union Real Estate Trust company. Be- 
ing impatient over the delay, the undorsigned 
undertook to settle the matter between Brews- 
ster and the Tarvers, and returned to Georgia 
for that purpose last December, and went to 
the residence of Mrs. Tarver and her husband, 
inTwiggs county,for that purpose. W.B.Tarver 
then agreed if Brewster would cancel the mort- 
gage fi. fa. against Mrs. Tarver—-the Walton 
mortgage—the tax fi. fa.’s, aud dismiss the levy 
thereof on the Per pes roperty—deliver u 
Mrs. Tarver’s bil! of sale fo Flint made in 188 
—that he and B. M. Tarver would transfer their 
bond for title to Brewster and deliver posses- 
sion of the land to The Union Real Estate 
Trust company. This was done, and W. B. 
Tarver went to Chattanooga, procured a potver 
of attorney from B. M. Tarver to transfer the 
bend for title to Brewster—returned to Atlanta 
December 28, 1889, made the transfer, and 
turned over the land to The Union Real Es- 
tate Trust company. And on the very 
day this was done, said company hired 
W. B. Tarver, at a salary of $100 a month, to 
act as assistant superintendent of the farm for 
it. This contract is in writing and is unde- 
nied, said W. B. Tarver professedly went to 
work on the farm under the contract, January 
1, 1890, received and receipted for his salary as 
it became due, and was subject to the direc- 
tions of the writer, who was general manager.

But by buying large tracts of lands, cut- 
ting them up into sma!l farms, and offering an 
opportunity for these people to settle in colonies, 
with the same associations they have at home, 
there will be ho trouble in inducing immigra- 
tion to the state of the very best element 
among eastern farmers. 

Such a movement once begun would result 
in incalculable good to Georgia, and would 
enhance the price of real estate tenfold in less 
than a decade. 

We are not mere adventurers, but are 
actuated by a desire to further our own inter- 
ests and at the same time assist in the devel- 
opment, in a legitimate way, of the magnifi- 
cent resources of the state. 

Allimprovements at the south on this line 
must come just inthis way.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 17.—The waiting attitude of 
operators on both sides of the market again Tre- 
suited in making an intensely dull stock market 
today, which possessed even less feature than 
that of yesterday. The little interest which was 
manifested in SuzarRefineries yesterday seemed 
to bave Tisappeared entirely, and trading in that 
stock was the smallest for any full day for months, 
while its fluctuations were on an equally limited 
scale.
